The owner, Dr. A. J. Ellis of Pasa- 
dena, has sold to Russell K. Pitzer 
of Pomona, the consideration not be- 
ing named. 


The grove is declared to be a 


heavy producer. The new owner 
also possesses several large groves 
in the Pomona, Claremont and La 
Verne areas. Dr. Ellis still'owns a 
considerable acreage, which lies ad- 
jacent to the property just sold.

of dirt and rock from the site. A 
special report by James H. Payne, 
licensed surveyor, 'made to the grand 
jury, is to the effect that not more 
than 500,000 cubic yards' were ex- 
cavated, but that the county paid 
for the excavation of 773-646 cubic 
yards at $2.95 per yard. .

Ordinarily the Citizen would not express a preference for 


a candidate for governor until shortly before election. 


Easy as it is to make mistakes in offering a recommendation, 


it is .well to get all the facts that a campaign can develop before 
reaching a decision. 


However, we are certain that the conclusion we would 


reach in a few weeks relative to the present gubernatorial race 
is the same conclusion as we hold now, and believe that we 
should express that conclusion at this time and allow our read- 
ers to subject it to the test of their scrutiny and their criticism. 


Our conclusion is that Governor C. C. Young is entitled to 


re-election. 


Our logic is that if Governor Young is as good a man as any 


of his opponents he is entitled to re-election because his ex- 
perience of four years would make him more efficient in office 
than would be another man who might have equal qualifications 
but who lacks the great advantage of the four years training 
with the problems of the office. 


We have listened and looked for the objections to the re- 


election of Governor Young. 


We have heard the charge that his appointment of Fried- 


lander as corporation commissioner is evidence of his unfitness 
for office. 


We look upon that appointment as a colossal mistake which 


cannot be condoned, but for which a fairly acceptable explana- 
tion can be found. 


Friedlander never would have been appointed had not scores 


of good citizens of Los Angeles, laboring under a mistake, pe- 
titioned the governor to make the appointment. 


While a very few could see through the politics of the 


Friedlander appointment, the great majority could not, and in 
that majority was governor Young. 


Some men would not have been taken in by this political 


manipulation. But in all probabilities such men could never 


Unsung Heroes— 


When disease strikes, fear is its best ally. That's what 


many physicians say. Fear and caution are entirely, sepa- 


, rate and unrelated, or should be. Caution is greatly to be 


recommended, but panic is an aid to epidemics. Cool minds 
conquer disease. It has been the trained minds, working 
ceaselessly in the laboratories and at bedsides that have 
swept away many diseases forevervor have driven them 
back where they no longer are the terror of past years. 


The American Medical association and the National 


Educational association have been at work compiling data, 
just released, showing the remarkable decline of conta-v 
gious diseases since 1900. The^report shows a victory that 
surpasses any that ever took place on a field of carnage. 
It has been a battle of brains. The death rate of the nation 
has been cut in half in thirty years, the report shows. 


Notably, in the case of diptheria, the decline has been 


ninety-five per cent—in other words, the fatality of this 
disease has all but been wiped out. Diptheria antitoxin 
and toxin-antitoxin used to immunize children has brot 
about these remarkable results. And as in the case of 
diptheria, the same victories have been won against ty- 
phoid and paratyphoid. The world is growing safer, heal- 
thier. Thanks to the man in the laboratory whom nobody 
knows, as a general rule. Heroes unsung. Great generals, 
winning victories, but their names would mean less than 
nothing to the average citizen. 


Only on the rarest occasions do we elect to public offices 


men whe can turn a deaf ear to all political appeals and who 
insist on ignoring everyone who helped in his election when it 
comes to the selection of men to fill the various positions which 
it is his duty to fill. 


If the friends of Governor Young will not admit that the 


governor makes his mistakes they are merely trying to set 
him up as superior to any other man who ever held office in 
this country or who ever held the chief executiveship of a 
great business. 


The chances for a man in an elective public position to 


make mistakes are at least ten times greater than are the 
chances for the executive in a private business to make mistakes 
in selecting men for the jobs under him. 


The executive in a private business has only merit to con- 


sider. The executive in an elective public office feels restrained 
to consider not only merit, but the political influence involved 
and to try to recognize his political friends whenever it is 
possible. 


It is further charged against Governor Young that his ad- 


ministration has been extravagant. 


That is an easy charge to make. If made against every public 


official who has anything to do with governmental expenses, 
it would probably be correct more times than it is incorrect. 


But we have yet to hear those who make the charges of 


extravagance call attention to a single department of state 
activities that they would eliminate, or suggest for elimination 
a specific expense item for which the governor and not the 
legislature is responsible. 


If we add to the costs of state government the money col- 


lected in gasoline taxes and expended in highway work, and 
charge that to the governor, we are making ourselves ridiculous. 


We do not believe that any of the governor's opponents 


would do any better with the expenses of the government. 


If we could look upon a political job as one to go to one's 


friends, we would ask that Buron Fitts be made governor. We 
have always liked Fitts and sincerely believe that as district 
attorney he has made a valuable contribution to the county of 
Los Angeles. We would not say that he has not made mistakes, 
for we believe that he has, but he has done better than would 
most men, and he was the county's one hope when he became 
a candidate for the office of district attorney. 


But we cannot look upon a public office as a reward. If a 


man does his very best work in any elective governmental office 
and measures up to the requirements of that office, he is worth 
much more than the office pays and he is making sacrifices that 
only the highest sense of public duty has the right to call upon a 
man to make. 
Therefore, one isn't doing a personal favor for one qualified 


for an elective office when he asks through his votes for that 
man to take the office. 


This newspaper believes in upholding the eighteenth 


amendment. It finds in the candidacies of Young and Fitts two 
champions of prohibition, either of whom would be acceptable. 
But we recognize that those who believe in the eighteenth 
amendment should unite their strength, and we believe Gov- 
ernor Young to be the one logical candidate upon whom those 
forces should unite. 
Governor Young should not be refused a second term unless 


it is certain that one of the other candidates would perform the 
duties of that office better than would the governor. 


It is impossible for the writer to convince himself that any 


of the candidates would perform the duties better than has 
Governor Young. 
In fact we have our serious doubts that any of them could 


perform those duties as well as has Governor Young. 


Peace—When We Are Ready for It—: 


The Republican National committee, thru Representa- 


tive Temple of Pennsylvania, has just released ten out- 
standing achievements for world peace, as attributed to 
the efforts of President Hoover and his administration. 


Among them is the negotiation of the London naVal 


limitation treaty, and this treaty is under Attack in the 
senate. Other treaties named are ramifications from the 
main idea of international agreement. 


It is not possible to point to definite success in all, or 


part of these negotiations. The process is in flux. We are 
too close to the actual negotiations to know their value. 
We will not know the value for many years, and at that 
time, perhaps the value will appear in a by-product of 
these treaties, not now considered important. 


We think that the endeavor of itself toward peace is 


important. The trend is toward a permanent and peaceful 
understanding, and that is the outstanding achievement of 
the administration. Not in all the thousands of years of 
strife and controversy has the subject of peace been ap- 
proached with such earnest regard. The desire for peace 
has been established. 


War is a human failing, a sin. The complete abolition 


of war can only come as the world approaches a sinless 
state. As long as neighbors quarrel over the backyard 
fence; as long as small communities bicker, fight among 


^^enTsjglxesj.Js., long as selfishness breeds bitterness; as 


long as one man strives with little success for daily bread 
and another receives it without effort; as long as pride of 
place rules reason and stifles love—there will be the seeds 
of war searching for this fertile soil. 


President Hoover, Prime Minister MacDonald—men 


of this type—are advancing the cause of peace. They are 
practical idealists—not too hopeful, not attempting to 
hasten the millenium, but preparing the heart of man 
everywhere, and peace will come when the heart of man 
is ready to receive it.

Getting Together in the Valley— 


One of the oldest examples of teamwork in the world 


is that of the two yoked animals. The fact that they are 
man's slaves and hitched to the plow or wagon or whatever 
incubus man wants moved by his slaves, makes no differ- 
ence to the teamwork of it, so long as the slaves are con- 
tent to do the work. 


But if the two animals—horses, bullocks, elephants, 


wild zebras or whatever you are trying to train to do the 
pulling—are not agreed on which way they shall go, what 
a botch they are likely to make of the teamwork! The 
teamwork simply isn't, that's all. 


It is the same with humans, whether individual, com- 


munity or groups of communities—as, for instance, in the 
San Gabriel valley. Of course, if one individual or one 
community could look upon himself or itself as indepen- 
dent, self-complete, able to get along without the neighbor 
communities or residents, it would be all right. Nobody 
would have to worry about the teamwork. 


However, matters are not shaped that way. The indi- 


viduals and the communities have to live together, and just 
as the two horses or mules or oxen yoked together cannot 
get along when they have different ideas as to where they 
are going, so the individuals and the communities—in the 
San Gabriel, let us say—cannot get along unless they are 
pulling together, displaying teamwork, in fact.

"It is my pleasure to join with 


you for a short time in your cele- 
bration of Independence day. Of all 
holidays, this is the most closely in- 
terwoven with the history of our 
country and for generations has been 
best fitted to stir the patriotic im- 
pulses of our people. 


'In the few words I shall speak 


today I shall not attempt to deliver 
what may be considered a typical 
Fourth of July oration. Fervid ora- 
tory is something in which I am not 
skilled; I think* however, it may be 
fitting to review a few of the his- 
toric facts which have made July 4 
our national holiday. 


"It was only gradually that our 


American colonies conceived the 
idea of breaking away from the 
mother country. Months after the 
battle of Bunker Hill a majority of 
the colonial legislatures disclaimed 
any such intention. Hence, toward 
the close of 1775 King George rude- 
ly rebuffed a respectful petition for 
redress of wrongs and issued a pro- 
clamation declaring the colonists in 
a state of rebellion. 


SPIRIT OF PATRIOTISM 


"From this time the spirit of in- 


dependence spread rapidly, and 
under the leadership of such men 
as Samuel Adams, James Otis and 
others the people came to favor a 
final break with England. Then it 
was that the colonies both in the 
north and the south instructed their 
delegates in the Continental con- 
gress to work for final independence. 


"As a result, on June 7, 1776, 


Richard Harry Lee of Virginia of- 
fered in congress his famous reso- 
lution in these words: 


" 'That these united states are, and 


of right ought to be free and inde- 
pendent states; that they are absolv- 
ed from all allegiance to the British 
crown and that all political connec- 
tion between them and Great Britain 
is and ought to be totally dissolved.' 


"This resolution was the real De- 


claration'of Independence. It was 
debated for three days and then to 
receive calm and thotful action was 
laid aside until July 1, except for 
the appointment of a committee, 
with Thomas Jefferson at the head, 
to draw up a longer and more for- 
mal declaration. 


RESOLUTION PASSED 


"After a two-days' debate Lee's 


resolution passed on July 2 and this 
was the day that John Adams pre- 
dicted would be the great anniver- 
sary of their 'day of deliverance.' 
Jefferson's committee then presented 
its draft of what we now know as 
the Declaration of Independence, 
and on July 4 it passed by the same 
votes which were cast for Lee's 
resolution. Hence the Fourth of July 
has become our national holiday— 
the day on which the Declaration of 
Independence was adopted. 


"At this same session of the Con- 


tinental congress a plan was framed 
for a confederation of the colonies 
which lasted until 1887, when our 
present 
federal constitution was 


framed, binding the thirteen colon- 
ies into what has become our pres- 
ent mighty union of states.

African Enemy 


of Mealy Bug 


Arrives Here 


Riverside—Returning from his lat- 


est expedition to the far corners of 
the earth in connection with an un- 
relenting warfare against destruc- 
tive insects, Harold Compere of the 
entomology department of the Uni- 
versity of California Citrus Experi- 
ment station here brot back from 
Abyssinia a beneficial parasite whose 
savings annually to growers in one 
county are expected to more than 
offset the entire cost of the expedi- 
tion, which lasted six months. 


The leppomastix, sole survivor of 


the collection of insects garnered by 
Compere, is the dread enemy of the 
pseudococcus citri or mealy bug, 
which is a minor pest in the state, 
operating principally in San Diego 
county, and if the expectations of 
scientists are realized, citrus grow- 
ers of that county will benefit yearly 
thru operations of this parasitic in- 
sect.
